and the cost of equipment and other support 
the sportsperson requires to fulfill his /her 
dream .

— The objective of the scheme 
is assist and promote individual 
sportsperson in his /her endeavour to 
successfully achieve the dream of excelling at 
international level, so as to bring laurels for 
himself /herself as well as the State of Goa 
and the Nation at large . The financial 
assistance will be available for higher level of 
training and /or participation in a recognised 
event . 


( v ) The Sportspersons will have to submit 
an undertaking that he / she will continue with 
the Sports after availing the Financial
